Heart disease and cancer are 
still the biggest “killers” in 
Europe and the United States, 
according to stalistics pubilshed 
today by the World Health 
Organtsatjon. 

Heart discase, however, 
claims more deaths.than cancer 
in these countries, the statistics 
showed. : 

In Jupan tuberculosis caused 
120,000 deaths in 1950, follow- 
ed - by-.cancer—-with-67,000-and 
heart discase with 50,000. 

In Britain 151,800 people dicd 
of heart disease compared with 
95,300 deaths through cancer in 
1950. 

In United States 
figures were 532,000 - 
210,000, respectively. 

The Organisation's statistics

In hon also acquired raw cottdn and cotton yarn from the Receivers of The Shanghat 
Textiles Lid, (In Voluntary Liquidation), raw cotton, -accessorics ond stores from Trade 
suppliers and others and has carried on in Ita entirety the business of cotton apinners and 
weavers since Ist April. It has contracted for raw cotton shipments to arrive up tll snid-

“British diplomats today noted signs of a 
change in the Kremlin's tone toward Titoist Yugo- 
slavia, as an apparent result of the recent govern- 
ment changes .in Moscow and the current peace 


offensive, 


Experts on Soviet affairs pointed out their analysis 
of atest Soviet policy and of propagunda statements has 
diseloscd a remarkable absence of references to Yugo- 
slavia, in contrast to earlier practice. 


They noted In particular the 
omission of al) attacks on Yugo- 
slavia inthis year's Kremlin 
May Day slogans, 


Last. your, May. Day. slogans 


singled out Yugoslevia ‘for at« 
tock ‘on her “Fascist Titoist 
regime” and encouraging the 
“glorious patriots of Yugoslavia” 
In their Hberation — struggle 
against the ‘imperialists’, 

-Another factor mentioned in 
this connection today ts the ‘In- 
fervelw piven by the Sovict 
Foreign ‘Minister, ‘Mr Vyache- 
slav Mototov to the Yuyostav 
Charge d'Affaires in Moscow, 
Mr Dradjoje Djuric, carlier this 
week. . 

The visit was described as o 
courtesy call, Ike those of other 
diplomats —aceredited to .the 
Kremlin. But observers here 
believe Mr Molotov’s amecting 
with the Yugoslav representa- 
tive was a calculated “gesture” 
on the part of the Kremlin, 


MERELY TACTICS? 


There are no conerete indica- 
tions, however, so far of any 
change of heart-in Moscow to- 
ward Yugoslavia and the modl- 
fied attitude ts still largely held 
to be a reflection of tactics 
rather than of changed ‘policy 
on the part of the Kremlin. 

The Yugoslavs themselves are 
fnown to be sceptical and be- 
eve hat there are so far no 
diens of a genuine switch In 
Moscow as far as they are con- 
corned. * 

During his visit to London in 
March, the Yugoslav Forcign 
Mintster, Mr Koca Popovic, told 
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| with ordinary heavy 


press correspondents his country 
would welcome improved re- 
lations with the Soviet and re- 
laxation of the current tension 
In, thei lations, Western, 
Uplomats are awaiting: with in- 
terest anew Yugosiav nsszesment 
of Soviet policy, said to be 
under discussion in Belgrade at 
present.—United Press,

Cut Plan 


5 Paris, May 3. 

The French Prime Minis- 
ler M. Rene Mayer, is be- 
lieved to have a plan for an 
all round cut of 2% in every 
civil budget and a smaller 
cut in military expenditure. 

Faced with a gap in his cur- 
rent budget M. Mayer is this 
week-end preparing for a tough 
fight avhen the National ‘Assem- 
bly meets on May 12, . 

The Prime Minister wants to 
lay. the groundwork for a basic 
reform which will make the 


natlon’s ~. flnances-— more — Fecure- 


than they have been since the 
war. . 

Other problems worrying his 
government are the Communist 
threat to Laos, in Indo-China, 
and the Merchant Marine strike 
which may be the prelude to a 
new wave of labour unrest, 

Usually reliable sources here 
say the Prime Minister will 
point out to the Asstmbly that 
the long standing threat of 
inflation must be' tackled if the 
work of stabilisation, started In 


France last yeur is to be con- 
tlnued. 
BASIC CAUSE 

The basle cause of the in- 
flotion threat is that the 
country is Hving beyond its 
means, as M. Baumgartner, 
Governor of the Bank of 
France, stated 15 months ago. 

The remedy is to spend less, 
But for various reasons it has 
proved impossible in the last 
seven years to get the French 
Parilament to ugree io any 
substantial reduction in State 
expenditure. ‘ 

M. Paul Reynaud, a former 
Prime Minister, now chairmon 
of the National Assembly's 
Finance Commission, said 
recently that the time for 
patchwork had gone by and 
that fallure to curry through 
basic reforms would result in 
rerlous damage to the National 
economy and the currency. 

Whether the National As- 
sembly will be willing _ to. 
sacrifice some of {ts sovereign 
privileges to give this and sub- 
Bequent Governments more 
authority and power ‘remains 
to_be seen. 

But M. Mayer’s Intention of 
putting the whole {ssue squarc- 
ly before Parliament” is 
calciilated to educate public 
opinion in the renlities of the 
economic and financial situation 
and may thus form a-° pre- 
paratory slp for remidial 
action.—_Reuter.
